How manv of the 
Tribr.ne readers of the present day are 
avvare that that is the locality of the first 
Gisvovery Of gold in the United States, at 
least {n any appreciable quancity sufficient 
to tempt men to become gold-miners? In 


erford county, North Carolina, discovered 
in the sands of Bear creek,in White county, 
Georgia, some grains of gold, but -so fine 
that no attention was given to them until 
the same negro, having slipped away from 
his regular work for an hour, found in the 
‘Nacoochee river sands a nugget worth seven 
thousand dollars. This started a gold Irtint- 
ing furore, An old tradition existed among 
| the frontier settlers of the Cherukee coun- 
try, which covered about one-third of Geor- 
gia and part of the adjoining mountain 
district of western North Carolina, that 


| there was edld there, and that the Indians 


kneW where; for they had sometimes used 
it for bullets,but were prohibited by Indian 
Jaws and a dgath penalty from discovering 
the much coveted metal to -the white men. 
The United States government was fairly’ 
forced to remove the Indians at national 
expense for the benefit of Georgia, which 
seized upon the whvle. Cherokee country 
and divided {t up by lottery in 1833, among 
all the “free white male population of the 
state’’—the mineral lands in forty acre lots, 
and farming lands in one hundred and, six- 
ty-acre lots. As it was impossible to tell 
at that time‘what part of the territory con- 
tained gold, it was an arbitrary division 
upon gues3-work. Many of the tracts sold 
as ‘“‘gold lots’ by men who drew prizes in 


that lottery, and which are even now 
sometimes sold to strangers in other states, 
never showed coler. On the otber hand 
gold is vften found upon farming lands in 
several counties where it was not at first 
supposed it would be found. Upon the lots 
(Nos. 42 and 91) where the first discoveries 
of gold were made in 1828, it has been found, 
probably every year since the first, as it has | 
also upon several other lots in the Nacoo- 
chee valley, and often in just such acciden- 
tal finds as the last one published. 
White county bas been one of the noted 
mining regions of Georgia for more than 
fifty years. The work has been done moatly 
upon a limited scale by citizens of small. 
means, and only with the rudest kind of 
machinery. Lately, work has been prose- 
cuted in better order by men who under- 
stand the business of mining and reducing 
quartz rock in good stamp milis. The no- 
ted Louderville mines and mills are in the 
southwesterly portion of White county. 
Mavy of the mineral cabinets of this and 
other conntries have specimens from these 
mines, which acquired an early reputation 
from the curious appearance of the nuggets, 
which looked as though coarse grains of 
white quartz had been set in the melted 
gold, aud there fastened when the mass 
cooled, often making a very beautiful as 
well as curious.appearanee. Once at least 
counterfeit nuggets of this appearance were 
made by pouring melted brass upon granu- 
lated quartz, and these were sold to persons 
in Dahlonega as true Louderville nuggets 
at a time when it was a penal offense to buy 
gold of slaves. | | 
GOLD FOUND ON THE CHESTATEE RIVER. 
The next great find of gold after the Na- 
coochee valley discovery, was on the Ches- 
iatee river, ata place that soon became 
famous as ‘‘Leather’s Ford,” about fifteen 
miles northwest of Gainesville, Ga., a town 
now on the Piedmont Air-Line railroad, 
fifty miles from Atlanta. The discovery 
of gold on the Chestatee was the cause of 
the historical ‘‘intrusion’’ into the Cherokee 
country in 1829-30, to prevent which 
United States troops were sent there. They 
prevented it just asthe troops did the in 
trusion intothe Black Hills three or four 
years sinve; that is, they drew attention to 
the subject, and brought inten gold-hunt- 
ers for every one they kept out. 
It very soon became known that gold was 
lying around loose over all the district now 
known as the Dahlonega gold field; that 
nuggets conld de picked up from the sur- 
face on many hilis, and both coarse and 
fine gold obtained from the sands of every 
stream. Mapy fiods were reported of nug- 
gets in pockéts of quartz ledges, just like 
those lately found in Nacochee valley. The

This was the beginning (1829) of Georgia 
gold mining, or rather gold finding, and 
from this all of the present immense min- 
ing interestsof the United States has grown 
up. Thesuccass of many poor men gave a 
great impetus to 0 hunting, from one 
end of the Biue Ridge to the other. The 
public, generally, knows more about gold. 
mining in North Carolina than in Georgia. 
A branch mint was established at Char- 
lottsville, North Carolina, and another at 
Dahlonega, at vast expense, but without a 


| cent of profit to the United States treasury. 
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AN OLD MINING TOWN. 

As early as 1832 Auraria was the largest 
and most important town in northern 
Georgia. It was #60 miles north of Au-’ 
gusta, its nearest point of communication 
with the outside world—over clayey hills 
almost impassable in wet seasons. The 
streams, too, were all bridgeless, yet there 
was an almost unbroken line of travelers 
“going to the gold country.”” How the town 
grew! Hotels, banks and bar-rooms, assay 
offices, gamblers and gold-buyers, a dozen 
stores, a newspaper office, the Miners’ Jour- 
nal, and—yes, there was a church. Alas! 
for the glory of that town; not only the 
glory, but the town itself has departed, ex- 
cept a very few sad remains. 

Six miles further up toward the moun> 
tains the town of Dahlonega was located in 
1832 or 1833, upon more hills than old Rome, 
and as it soon became the county-seat of 
Lumpkin cee ce: he and had a United States 
mint, and was the loca) centre of the min- 
ing operations, it was then a much more im- 
portant town than it is now.

YDRAULIC MINING. 

The want of water has always been the 

t drawback to mining in the Dahlonega 

ills. In 185-55, Vandy«ce and Hamilton, 
who weré largely interested in mines, un- 
dertook to bring water from a point on the 
Yahoola river twenty miles northeast of 
town, at an elevation of 150 feet; to get the

wooden trestle was built, which only lasted 
a few years. Since the war ‘Yahdoola 
Ditch” franchise has fallen into the hands 
of Colonel Hand, oigfleveland, Ohio, who 
has substituted wro@@ht iron pipes three 
feet in diameter, as inverted siphons, 
to cross the ravines, and has ex- 
tended the ditch three. or four 
miles further to the famous Pigeon 
Creek mines, owned by S. L. M. Barlow, 
of New York, where, in company with 
Colonel Hand, the first successful , Clade 
ment in hydraulic mining, with the ‘Little 
Grant,’’ east of the Mississippi river, has 
been made. To get the water to this mine 
the valley of Cane creek, 300 feet deep, had to 
be crossed. This gave a head to the ‘‘Little 
Grant’’ of 130 feet. There is a sluice-box 
down this hill 2,800 feet long, through 
which the hill of ore, from 100 to 200 feet 
high and composed of earth, soft sand rock 
and disintegrated quartz, is being washed 
down-to the foot ot the sluice. The fine 
loose gold is gathered by «quicksilver in the 
sluice, and the unbroken stones fall npon 
the floor of the ore-house at the foot, 
whence they were taken to the stamp-mill. 
This experiment in hydraulic mining has 
proved satisfactory. The entire.expenses of 
the first three months’ operation were $1,- 
713.56; the net mint receipts, $8,856 86; the 
difference, $7,143 30, stands for interest on 
the investment of possibly $100,000, 
Another “Little Giant’ successfully 
working upon the old Battle Creek mine 
also assists to prove that hydraulic mining 
in Georgia will pay wherever a. head of 
water can be obtained werent excessive 
expense. It is true the gold is very much 
diffused, but where a hill can be washed 
down, as at Pigeon Roost, for a total ex- 
pense of 25 cents a ton and 50 cents a ton 
is got from the s]uice-boxes, the hills will 
be tevelled as fast as the water can be ap- 
plied. There is no doubt in my mind tbat* 
the supply of fine gold is practically inex- 
haustible in the hills, and probably is so 
below the water-level.

The topography of this part of Georgia1s 
well worth careful study. The general 
trend of all the ridges corresponds to the 


great mountain chain that goes under the 


name of the Blue Ridge, and for more than 
fifty miles in width there is a constant, 
though very gradual rise, and succession of 
wooded hills, with but little level land be- 
tween, and only asmall percentage of it in 
cultivation, notwithstanding its general 
fértility. The streams are numerous, and 
seldom clear, as all ploughed land washes 
easi!y, and im the gold region the work of 
the miners makes all the streams muddy. 
The soil is generally clay, colored with iron, 
which gives all white garments ‘t reddish 
hue, in wetor dry times, the dust being 
worse than the mud. The Blue Ridge is 
broken up into knobs, some of them over 
4,000 feet high, generally clothed in oak and 
pine timber and grass, showing but little 
bare reck. This is also true of the foot- 
hills. I mentioned that Dahlonega was 
built upon hills, and I don’t see where else 
it conld have been built, unless upon the 
bottom lands of some of the fine mill 
streams (mostly unused) that flow through 
the county. 
The altitude of Dahlonega. as marked 
upon the old mint building, is 2,200 feet, 
which makes it about a thousand feet 
higher than Atlanta, from which it is dis- 
tant seventy-five miles by wagon road. It 
is twenty-six miles from the railroad at 
Gainesville. Upon nearly all the streets 
and lots in the town gold nuggets have been 
picked-up, or fine gold panned out of the 
dirt whenever there was a little run of 
water, after a hard rain; and there is one 
shaft sunk through gold bearing quartz, 
down below the waiter line, where the 
quartz was found far more rich than it was 
above water: But the stamp mill and 
quicksilver did not save enough to pay ex- 
penses; and the proprietors having another 
mine wherethey could use their machinery 
abandoned this shaft. The same thing has 
been done at other places, the miners all 
preferring to work dry ores. 
Almost immediately adjoining Dabhlone- 
ga on the northwest, although the topogra- 
phy is the same, and a stranger can see no 
change inthe geological formation, the 
land is utterly barren of gold for five or six 
milas. Indeed, the shaft which I have just 
mentioned, which is known as the Law- 
rence mine, and some smabhler diggings close 
to it, seem to beon the.very border of the 
Dahlonega belt of gold-bearing- rocks. 
Southeast ofthis belt there is another bar- 
ren one. Beyond these, gold is occasionally 
found in paying quantities. There is one 
mine in South Carolina, not far from Au- 
— Georgia, which has, in former years, 
en profitable, and another extensively 
worked at Charlotte, North Carolina, on the 
same range. . Following in the lines of the 
Dahionega belt northeast, they take in all 
the mines of White county, including the 
location of the recent find in Nacoochee 
valley, and so on into North Carolina. 
Following the same lines soutiL west into 
Dawson and Cherokee counties, they in- 
clude some rich mines.

THE AVERAGE YIELD PER TON OF ORE, 


It will readily be seen by what I have 
written that there is an abundance of low 
grade ore in Georgia. -According to the 
most . trustworthy information could 
gather duringa month’s free intercourse 
among miners and old residents, well quali- 
tied to a opinions, and careful examina- 
tionsof ores, and the products of mills, I 
think the general averase yield, is $2 per 
ton of allore milled. Nearly every one 
said this afforded a fair profit, which I am 
sure of where the werk is mostly done by 
water, and the wagesof laborers, who board 
themselves, are only 80 cents a day. 

The eighty-thousand-dollar mint building 
erected .by the United States during the 
early part of the gold fever was given to 
Georgia for an “agricultural school” since 
the war, and its costly machinery sold for 
less than old iron. it was occupied a few 
years for a military school, then set on fire, 
as it is supposed, by some student who 
wanted “‘leave of absence.”’ It has been re- 
built and reoccupied. — 

I could say something about this part of 
Georgia as an ~ game region if you had 
space, but I will only say that notwithstand- 
ing Lumpkin county has much good farm- 
ing land, it has no good farms nor farm- 
houses nor barns, and no attempt has been 
made to cultivate one-tenth of the land, 
much of which can be bought tor a dollar 
an acre. It isa region well worth the at- 
tention of.seekers after cheap, healthy 
homes, as much as it is of persons who de- 
light in mining, or miscellaneous gold 
hunting. Valuable nuggets are even now 
occasionally picked up. One of thirty-five 
dwt. was found,near Dahlonega while I 
was there, in an old common that had been 
trod by many feet for fifty years. But who 
can afford to wait so long for a rich find? 
A good many have waited and have as yet 
found nothing.

sit down under the stars and trace the emo- 
tions and count the pulse-beats of a night- 
blooming cereus, or accurately translate the 
intentions of fartastic shadows, without 
giving some suggestion of mental disorder 
—some vague hint \f psychological pertur- 
bations—which may or may not be called 
genius, according tottie humor of those who 
come within reach of what, in the old days 
of concord, used to be called the “influ- 
‘‘ences.”” Inother words, Mr. Howells has 
made a study of character unique in its way, 
and in nodegree morbid, nor tedious, nor ex- 
aggerated. As astudy of this kind it has no 
predecessor and no parallel in American fic- 
tion. Indepicting and unfolding the char- 
acter of Dr. Boynton, the spiritualis!, Mr. 
Howells does not em:ploy the dismal accom- 
paniments of the dissecting-room. Indeed, 
it is impossible to desctibe the singular fe- 
licity of the methods by which the pecu- 
liarities of Dr. Boynton’s character are im- 
pressed upon the reader. It is suificient to 
say that these methods are altogether 
sin@le and unpretentious. Reading the 
story by installments, it is not until the 
conclusion is reached that we realize how 
vividly the mental conditivn of Dr. Boyn- 
ton bas been placed before us, or with what 
a vital motive the book has been written. 
It is the fashion since Shakespeare has had 
commentators to discover a purpose in 
whatever is striking in literature, and it is 
no doubt the case that the intentions 
of poets and novelists have been 
most grossly perverted.
